"BORING FEOM WITHIN" 


There are certain expressions which come to 


have a bad meaning. One such expression is ''boring 
'from within." It has come to have a traitorous mean- 
ing. To bore from within is to stay within a certain 


>" group or organization and change its character or its 


purpose. A newspaper account of the recent Y. TT. 
C. A. convention held in Xew York mentioned that 
a group there were boring from within. 


There are two ways of making process in the 


world. One is by evolution; the other is by revolu- 
tion. The former is always the more effective and \ 
the more permanent. 
The latter is always followed 


by a greater or lesser counter-revolution, which is apt 
to make the last state wor«e than the first. And the 
question of the man who believes in progress i« al- 
ways whether he will accomplish the most within an 
organization or without it. That question is not al- 
ways easily answered. There is a further question. 
whether a man is morally justified in remaining in 
an organization with vhich he finds himself in dis- 
agreement. 
Shall he change it from witlim or with- 


out. For example, i** a man justified in remaining in 
a church to man} of whose doctrine^ he cannot longer 
subscribe, in the hope that he may be able by argu- 
ment and agitation to change tho^e doctrine*? Or is 
a man of net e—in to get out a political party vvho^e 
policies he might vash to change? 


The^e are very practical questions in the^e da} s 


of changing beliefs and changing points of vie\\. A 
man ma} belies e in the traditions of a church and a 
party. He ma} find himself m accord \Mtli many of 
their principles. But he behe\ e^ that new occaMOii^ 
leach ne-« duties. He believes that any organization 
which refuses ne^ light or refuses to go forward be- 
comes stagnant.
